County Commission ponders location, financing for new jail 


The need for a new county jail 
and a method of financing its con- 
struction were the main topics 
Monday, June 26, when the Coffee 
County Commission gathered in 
regular session at the courthouse in 
Enterprise. 

A legal representative of the Al- 
abama Association of County Com- 
missions was at the mecting and in- 


formed the group that a lawsuit 


filed on June 2 by inmates at the 
county jail had reached Federal 
Judge Myron Thompson, and while 


Judge Thompson had not granted 
the plaintiffs’ request for an imme- 
diate hearing, it was clear that the 
county was facing the definite pos- 
sibility of building a new county 


ail. 

: "Judge Thompson has given the 
commission two months to devise a 
funded plan for the construction of 
a new jail or plans to bring the 
present jail up to federal stan- 
dards," stated Darryl Masters, who 
is representing the commission in 
the lawsuit , "and if the commission

can come up with some concrete 
plans the lawsuit will be dropped. 
If the commission fails to mect the 
deadline; however, the federal 
courts will step in and the county 
will have to build a jail that would 
have to meet the court's standards.

Bids opened for Elba drainage project 


Dr. Billy Farris was named to 
the Elba School Board in action 
Monday evening by the Elba City 
Council. 

In other action the council 
opened bids on materials for the 
federally-funded drainage project 
and took action to allow the open- 
ing of an aircraft maintenance facil- 
ity at the local airport. 

Farris was appointed to fill an 
unexpired term created by the res- 
ignation earlicr this month of Stan 
Marsh. He will assume the position 
immediately, with the next sched- 
uled meeting being on July 6. 

There- were nine firms bidding 
on parts of the materials needed on 
the drainage project. The three 
parts included drainage pipes, con- 
crete work and sewer pipes. 

Low bidder on the drain pipes 
and concrete work was Dothan 
Concrete Pipe. They bid 
$144,015.88 on the drain pipe and 
$16,082.42 on the concrete work. 

Lewis Smith Supply was the 
successful bidder on the sewer pipe 
needed for the project. They bid 
$5,400.40. 

Bids on drain pipe ranged up to 
$40,000 higher and on the sewer 
pipe up to $2,100 higher. There 
was only one bidder on the con- 
crete work. : 

Project manager Bobby Lee not- 
ed these prices were well within the 
amounts allotted for materials, giv- 
ing the city over $100,000 for re- 
pairing, paving and unforeseen ma- 
terial needs. 

Councilman Bill Brunson ad- 
dressed a project he had been work- 
ing on with Mayor Fred Moore. He 
explained that Mr. Bill Polly want- 
ed to set up shop at the airport to 
repair aircraft. 

Moore noted Polly had a good 
reputation with aircraft owners and 
many would follow him here to get 
their repair work done. Moore also 
told council members that about 
$3,000 had been spent to repair the 
airport lights and the rotating bea- 
con. He explained it was done with 
the financial help of National Se- 
curity. 

Brunson noted National Security 
was presently renting the mainte- 
nance hangar for their own aircraft. 
Brunson said the firm was willing 
to give up the maintenance hangar 
for this maintenance service. He 
said they requested permission to 
construct their own hangar on air- 


port property. They wanted a simi- 
lar agreement as had been given 
other aircraft owners building han- 
gars. The firm will pay a token 
lease for a set number of years and 
then the building will belong to the 
city. It would also belong to the 
city if the firm quit using it. 

The council voted to allow May- 
or Moore to work out an agreement 
with National Security and with 
Mr. Polly. 

Police Chief Freddie Hanchey 
told council members the depart- 
ment had investigated 122 com- 
plaints including five accidents 


during the past two weeks. They 
also issued 37 traffic citations, in- 
cluding five for DUI. There have 
been seven criminal arrests and the 
dog catcher has impounded 21 
dogs. 

Mayor Moore explained that the 
inspection to lower the fire insu- 
rance rating would be scheduled as 
soon as the fire department supplies 
some paperwork on past drills con- 
ducted, etc. 

This new rating could hopefully 
lower local fire insurance rates 12 
to 15 percent, according to informa- 
tion given council members. 


Grand Jury indicts Elba woman 
in connection with missing funds 


Mrs. Charlotte Brewster Hob- 
son, age 49, of Elba, was indicted 
Tuesday by an Enterprise Grand 
Jury. The offense in the indictment 
was Theft in the Ist Degree. It 
stemmed from a complaint filed 
with the District Attorney by the 
Alabama Federation of Republican 
Women on March 27, 1989, 

Tuesday afternoon Mrs. Hobson 
referred all questions about the 
matter to her attorney, Joe Sawyer, 
of Enterprise, who was unavailable 
for comment. 

The offense is'a Class B Felony. 
Upon conviction it carries a sen- 
tence of from two to twenty years. 

Mrs. Hobson served as treasurer 
of the state federation during 1988- 
89. 


The complaint concerns misap- 
propriation/missing funds in the 
amount of $4,650. The state associ- 
auion maintained a bank account in 
an Enterprise bank. 

A news release from the District 
Attorney's office indicated the 
grand jury was presented all evi- 
dence garnered in the investigation 
along with the fact that Mrs. Hob- 
son has paid restitution to the asso- 
cialion in the amount of $4,743. 
This is the amount alleged to be 
missing plus interest and is the 
amount the defendant had previous- 
ly agreed with the association to 
pay. 

She was released on $5,000 
bond. Arraignment is set for Au- 
gust 15, 1989. 


Elba police nab two Dothan men 


wanted by Enterprise authorities 


Two Dothan men wanted in con- 
nection with allegedly wniting bad 
checks to purchase jewelry in En- 
terprise were captured in Elba 
Tuesday morning after attempting 
to purchase jewelry at a jewelry 
store in Elba. 

According to Elba Police Inves- 
tigator Donnie Byrd, Bobby Hed- 
speth and Ernest D. Boose, both of 
Dothan, allegedly purchased jewel- 
ry at two different stores in Enter- 
prise on Tuesday morning, June 27, 
and paid for the goods with checks 


on an account that was not active. 

Elba Police were notified by a 
sales clerk at The Jewel Box, in 
Elba, that two men matching the 
description of the men wanted in 
Enterprise had been in the Elba 
store and had attempted to make a 
purchase with a check. 

Police officers stopped the men 
and discovered the men were wear- 
ing the jewelry reported purchased 
in Enterprise. 

The men were tumed over to 
Enterprise Police authorities.

"It would cost an estimated $2-3 
million to build the jail," added Ea- 
gerton, "but I believe that by using 
county forces and inmdte labor 
from the State Department of Cor- 
rections, we could chop the con- 
struction costs down to $1 1/2 mil- 
lion." 

"IT would like to see the commis- 
sion convert its short-term debts to 
one long-term debt and use a $2 
million bond to finance the entire 
project,” said Eagerton. "We could 
use $100,000 per year from the 
budget to cover the added bond 
payments and it would bring the 
county's yearly commitment to 
$300,000 for twenty-years.” 

Comm. Robert Stephens stated 
"I'm against adopting any sales tax 
to finance the construction of a new 
jail, unless there is absolutely no 
other way to build it.” 

Elba Mayor Fred Moore was at 
the meeting and told the commis- 
sion, “The City of Elba has three 
tracts of land that we will donate to 
the county for a site of a new jail. 
The best site is an 87 acre tract at 
the Industria! Park, across from the 
airport, while the next best location 
is a 45 acre site on Alabama 203 
across from the Work Release Cen- 
ter. 1 want the commission to know 
that we in Elba want to keep the 
county jail in our city and that we 
are willing to assist the county in 
any way possible." 

Comm. Stephens made a motion 
that the commission accept the of- 
fer from Elba and accept the tract 
of land across from the Work Re- 
lease Center and the motion was 
seconded by Comm. Jim Dubose. 

Comm. Damascus Crittenden 
expressed the opinion that "We 
need to study our options before we 
tell Elba the jail will either remain 
where it is or we will build a new 
jail at one of the locations offered. 
If we are not careful we will com- 
mit for another 80-years to provide 
Elba with a jail." 

Comm. Dubose then withdrew 
his second and stated "I think it 
would be best if we would wait un- 
ul the architect studied all the pos- 
sible locations and then proceed 
and go with the location that would 
be best for all of Coffee County.” 

Comm. Stephens made another 
motion that after the architect stud- 
ied the top two sites in Elba, if the 
sites were acceptable, the county 
accept the city's offer and build a 
new jail in Elba. 

The motion died due to a lack of 
a second. 

Coinm. Eagerton continued the 
discussion by stating "Eight years 
ago the commission employed an 
architect to do a study for a new jail 
and paid the architect $26,000 in 
fees. The architectural firm em- 
ployed was Pearson, Humphries 
and Jones, from Montgomery, and 
the firm has agreed to deduct the 
$26,000 from its new fees if it is 
used for the design of the new jail." 

Eagerton then made a motion to 
employ the firm; however, a vote 
was never taken. 

Comm. Dubose, referring to Ea- 
gerton's plan of financing the jail, 
declared "The county is already 
strapped for funds and I don't see 
where we can get $100,000 from 
what we already have to make the 
bond payment. I suggest we meet 
with the cities and together imple- 
ment a one-cent county-wide sales 
tax. Half of the tax would go to the 
county, while the other half would 
remain with the cities. It would be 
the best for all involved!" 

Comm. Crittenden remarked 
that "I will support a one-cent sales 
tax to pay for the construction of a 

jail and then when the jail is built it 
should come off." 

Comm. Eugene Bradley stated 
"I think we should let Enterprise 
keep their newly imposed one-cent 
sales tax and put on a one-cemt 
sales tax for the county to be used 


to build the new jail.” 

Eagerton, obviously weary of 
the dilemma facing the county, de- 
clared "The laws are crazy! The 
laws are not for the innocent, but 
for the guilty. I believe that people 
have to give up some of their rights 
and comforts when they in jail and 
i's not right for the innocent tax- 
payers to have to foot the bill to 
make sure they get a certain 
amount of room and room to re- 
ceive recreation.” 

As was the case in choosing a 
location, the commission made no 
decision concerning a method of fi- 
nancing the construction of a new 
jail. 

The commission did; however, 
agree to get the architectural firm 
mentioned to study the three sites 
in Elba, as well as one site in both 
Enterprise and New Brockton, and 
to mect with the commission and 
representatives from the four cities 
in the county at a special meeting 
on Thursday, June 29, at 9:00 a.m. 
at the courthouse in Enterprise. 

Monday's meeting began at 9:00 
a.m. with the first order of business 
being the awarding of bids for the 
Highway Department. 

Heath Oil was the low bidder on 
diesel fuel ($.497) and gasoline 
($.832), while Wiregrass Construc- 
tion received the contract for plant 
mix leveling ($30.89 per ton) and 
Traffic Signs received the contract 
for road signs with a low bid of 
$9,313.50. 

Coffee County Revenue Com- 
missioner Ronnie Burns informed 
the commission of the final tax 
records for the year and announced 
that during the past year the office 
had collected over $4 1/2 million. 

Bums also stated that a total of 
$11,500 in taxes were  non- 
collectable. 

The commission approved the 
Statement as read. 

County engineer Mark Pool pre- 


_ sented the commission with a list of 


changes to the budgets for the 
Highway Dept. and the Engincer- 
ing Department. 

The changes in the Highway 
Dept. showed an increase of 
$185,000 in revenues and an in- 
crease in expenditures of $136,000, 
while the changes in the Engincer- 


ing Dept. included an increase of 
$11,000 in revenue and $10,000 in 
expenditures, 

Pool reported the departments 
had reserves funds in the amount of 
$47,000 and $27,000 and requested 
that he be allowed to purchase a 
computer system for the Engineer- 
ing Dept., at an estimated cost of 
$7,500. 

Pool explained the software for 
the computer would be donated by 
Auburn University and assured the 
commission that the computer was 
needed. 

The commission approved the 
changes in the budget and the re- 
quest for the computer. 

Comm. chairman Billy Eagerton 
announced that Commission Clerk 
Brunease Winston had submitted 
her resignation. 

Mrs. Winston has worked in the 
commission office since 197] and 
prior to that served for a total of 14 
ycars in the Tax Assessor's office.

Illegal voting charges dropped 


against New Brockton woman 


Circuit Judge Gary McAliley is- 
sued a judgment of acquittal last 
week for Lena Mae Carroll, of New 
Brockton, who was charged with il- 
legal voting in a municipal election. 

The decision, announced on 
Tuesday, June 20, drew applause 
from those gathered in the court- 
room in Enterprise and apparently 
brought the curtain down on the 
long standing controversy concern- 
ing the city's mayoral election. 

Mrs. Carroll, age 76, was indict- 
ed by the Coffee County Grand 
Jury in December, 1988, on charg- 


es that she "fraudulently cast a vote 
in the municipal runoff election for 
mayor, held in New Brockton on 
Sept.13, 1988." 

Mrs. Carroll was charged with 
casting a vote for an elderly New 
Brockton resident identified as Har- 
yey Childress and could have faced 
a fine and imprisonment if found 
guilty. 

Gareth Lindsey, attomey for 
Mrs. Carroll, called for the dismis- 
sal of charges and declared "1 here's 
just not any evidence!" 
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The City of Enterprise added a 1¢ sales tax at a special meeting recently. 
We haven't talked with any member of the city government about this mat- 
ter but suspect it was done real quickly to get in before the county comis- 
sion comes back with a tax to build a jail. The merchants are howling 
about the tax going to 8¢ on the dollar but not as loud as they would if it 
was going to 9¢. Then when the commissioners wonder aloud if Enterprise 
will "give up" a half cent tax, etc. we kinda snicker. The city council of 
Enterprise is in the catbird seat and will be calling the shots on just about 
any sales tax decision made .. . .except for one by a federal judge. 


Keep in mind on this sales tax matter that the commission can install that 
tax On us with one vote, even though it will be only for the duration of any 
bond issue to build build a jail. They can build a one-million-dollar jail or 
a ten-million-dollar jail, put on the tax and it will be in force until the 
bonds are all repaid. ; 


The Elba Planning and Zoning Board will hear two petitions to rezone 
property at a Thursday afternoon meeting. The purpose of the change is to 
allow mobile homes on the property. We have no problem with mobile 
homes; some of the best neighbors we have ever had lived in mobile 
homes. However we do have problems with rezoning a spot here and a 
spot there, For years we have understood that there was a Supreme Court 
opinion that limits rezoning to areas with at least 600 front feet. Now we 
hear from the Elba city attorney that the state Supreme Court has ruled this 
climinates the "lite man" or the poor. We don't want to do that either, but 
if we are going to rezone any spot, anywhere .... why have zoning laws? 
Zoning laws are unfair to a property owner who wants to change the use of 
his or her property . . . until this change interferes with a neighbor's use of 
his property or lowers the resale value of that neighboring property by 
making it less desirable to own.

Rabid Dog is 
Found Near 


Pine Level 


Richard Brown, Coffee County 
Health Environmentalist, has issued 
information on a recent rabies inci 
dent 

"The Coffee County Health 
Dept. has received confirmation of 
the sixth test as positive for rabies 
in animals for 1989," said Brown. 

There have been four raccoons, 
one fox, and now one dog." 

Brown said the dog was from 
the Pine Level Community and was 
exposed Lo a raccoon some three or 
four wecks before symptoms devel- 
oped. The raccoon escaped after 
contact with the dog, and Brown 
said the dog had not received a vac- 
cinauon for the prevention of rabies 
within the past year 

"This is the first confirmed case 
of rabies in a domestic animal this 
year,” Brown said, “and since do- 
mesuc animals are the only barrier 
between wildlife and humans; this 
IS Cause for even more concern for 
the citizens of Coffee County.” 

The Coffee County Health Dept. 
advises everyone to have their do- 
mestic animals (dogs and cats) vac- 
cinated against rabies if they have 
not done so within the pas! year. 

Contact with wildlife should be 
avoided, especially if it is out of its 
natural habitat. Stray or suspicious- 
ly acting dogs and cats should also 
be avoided.

Dreams of local school teacher have 
turned hobby into small business 


It began years ago as simply a 
hobby for a young school teacher 
needing a little extra spending mon- 
ey. 
It has now evolved into a small 
business. which employs three peo- 
ple on a full-time basis and ships 
merchandise as far away as Ore- 
gon.

Ken English, a native of Coving- 
ton County and the head basketball 
coach at Coffee Springs High 
School, has owned and operated the 
Elba Frame and Gift Shop in Elba 
for the past three years, but has 
been involved with the creation and 
sale of handmade items since his 
days in college and throughout his 
‘career in education. 

"I've always liked to work with 
my hands,” said English while tak- 
ing a break from a busy afternoon

of work, "and really got involved 
with sculptures and casts while 
making statues of various celebri- 
ties.

The business that English has 
founded is English Diversified 
Products, located in Elba, in the 
building previously housed by Fox- 
fire Sporting Goods. 

"What we make are architectural 
components," explained English, 
"and primarily we make column 
capitals, The capitals are made in 
six different designs, such as Ro- 
man Corinthian and Greek Erecthe- 
um, and cach design comes in 10 
different sizes. We also make forms 
for taxidermists to use in the 
stretching of skins and in the near 
future hope to expand into pre-fab 
mantles, archways and entrance or- 
naments.”

business when I learned that there 
was only one company making the 
product in the nation, and I was 
convinced that through my working 
with casts and statues that I could 
offer a better product at a better 
price. We use special components 
that make the casts harder and more 
durable and I feel we do a much 
better job in detail work." 

English reported that Hender- 
son, Black and Green, located in 
Troy, is one of the largest manufac- 
turers of columns in the nation, 
making the location of his plant in 
Elba almost perfect, but also report- 
ed that he shipped the column caps 
as far away as Oregon. 

"The location in Elba is ideal be- 
cause of the location of Henderson, 
Black and Green," stated English, 
"but it also causes some problems 
because when we order products 
the shipping costs are higher. We 
ship caps across the nation to as far 
away as Oregon and are seeking 
contracts nationwide.” 

English’s plant in Elba has been 


in the business of making column 
caps for approximately 1 1/2 years 
and although his small company 
can produce 50-75 caps weekly, the 
process is far from being a quickie, 
or simple operation. 

The company makes its own 
molds using a mixture of latex rub- 
ber and fiberglass and since it can 
take up to one month to make a sin- 
gle mold, the process must be pre- 
cise, 

After making the mold, a liquid 
compound is poured into the fixture 
and the mold is closed tightly using 
clamps. The liquid hardens in thirty 
minutes and the after being re- 
moved from the mold the object is 
checked for defects and then dried 
at 130 degrees for four days. The 
object is then primed and shipped 
out to fill an order, 

"We try to keep four caps of all 
sizes on hand at all times,” said 
English, “and we are able to get out 
as many as 50-75 caps per weet. or 
even more if we have a larger or- 
der. We are in a small builuing and 
don't have the room to do things the 
way we'd like, but we all stay busy 
and get out the orders.” 

In addition to the business of 
making column caps, English also 
continues his love of creating 
sculptures out of wood resin, pecan 
dust resin and the special plaster- 
like material. 

"I would like to expand the busi- 
ness as orders and contracts in- 
crease," said English, "and think 
that we can employ as many as 5- 
10 people in years to come. How- 
ever, I love to coach and also love 
to mess around making new things 
whenever I get an idea. So, I guess 
I'll just stay busy and hope for the 
best!"

Department Recently 


Three members of the Military 
Police Unit from Ft. Rucker paid a 
visit to the Elba Police Department 
recently and while two of the mem- 
bers were Staff Sergeants, the other 
was a real "Prince!" 

The purpose of the visit was to 
introduce “Prince,” a six-year-old 
German Sheperd, to police officials 
and to inform the police that the 


' dog is available to help sniff out ex- 
) 
plosives whenever called upon, 


Staff Sgt. Michael Ordway, 
Kennel Master at Ft. Rucker, and 
Staff Sgt. Alfred Catalano, assistant 
Kennel Master and Bomb Dog 
Handler, brought the talented ca- 
nine to Elba on Friday, June 23, 
and displayed the dog’s skills by 
hiding two explosives in the police 
department, both of which the dog 
found in less than a minute 

The Ft. Rucker Military Police 
have a total of nine dogs on staff, 
including three German Sheperds, 
one Rottweiler and five Belgian 
Malinouis. 

While all nine dogs are attack 
trained, one is specialized in locat- 
ing explosives, four are trained to 
locate heroin, cocaine, hash and 
marijuana and the other four are 
Strictly attack animals. 

Prince, the "Bomb Dog,” can de- 
tect nine different odors of explo- 
sives and after locating the explo- 
Sives sits and points. The dog never 
touches the explosives for fear of 
causing an explosion or damaging 


evidence. 

Prince has worked at Ft. Rucker 
for the past four years and during 
his years of duty has hunted explo- 
sives in Alabama, Mississippi, 
Georgia, Florida and Louisiana. he 
has located one booby trap, several 
semi-cartridges of ammunition and 
two confirmed finds of actual ex- 
plosives. 

All nine dogs undergo constant 
training and must pass tests con- 
ducted weekly that verify the dogs’ 
skills haven't lessened. 

The three breeds of dogs used 
were chosen for their intelligence, 
aggressiveness and endurance. The 
Belgian Malinouis is one of the 
newest breeds to be used because 
of the reasons listed above, as well 
as its ability to adapt to climate 
changes. The dog, a mixture of 
sheperd, has two layers of hair, 
making it able to keep warm by us- 
ing both layers and to remain cool 
by simply shedding one of the 
layers, 

The dogs are never allowed to 
actually touch any drug or explo- 
sive and are trained through the 
means of rewards for jobs well 
done, The rewards range from food 
to rubber balls, and of course, af- 
fection. 

The drug detection dogs are 
used only on-base, while the explo- 
sive dog is available for use with 
any problems

Department Of Industrial Relations 
Encourages Employers To Hire Youth 


With the arrival of the summer 
season, the Alabama Department of 
Industrial Relations (DIR) urges 
employers to meet the necessary 
guidelines for hiring youths. 

All youths under the age of 17 
must have a work permit in order to 
hold a job. This permit must be 
held on file by the employer, and is 
subject to examination without 
prior notification by inspectors 
from the DIR’s Child Labor Sec- 
ion. 

The Alabama Child Labor Law 
is designed to ensure the safety and 
well-being of juveniles in the work- 
place. Employers who violate the 
law are subject to fines up to 
$1,000. The first step in complying 
with the law is to ensure that each 
teenage applicant has a work per- 
mit. Work permits are issued to 
teenagers at high schools and 
school boards across the state. 

DIR officials track child labor 
year-round, but summertime is tra- 
ditionally the busiest time of the 
year for child labor because of the 
onslaught of school children look- 
ing for summer jobs. 


The DIR strongly encourages 
employers to hire youths whenever 
possible, and to be certain that they 
keep the youth's work permit on 
file.

Controlling Fleas 

Fleas are a nuisance--more so to 
some people than others. Fleas are 
difficult to control because of their 
life cycle. The adult flea lays eggs, 
the eggs hatch into larvae, the lar- 
vae goes into a cocoon and the co- 
coon develops an adult fleas. 

The length of this cycle varies 
tremendously. Therefore, several 
sprays are requited to break this cy- 
cle. The most frequent complaint 
that I hear is, “Well, I sprayed but 
two or three days later I had fleas 
again.” Most likely you killed the 
adults, but eggs hatched out after 
you sprayed. The spray should be 
applied at least three times 10 days 
to two weeks apart. 

Some recommended varieties 
for inside the house are: Ronnel - 
dust or spray; Diazinon - 0.5 spray; 
Ronnel and Dichlorvos - various 
formulations; Pyrethrins - 0.05 - 
5% synergized spray , temporary 
relief only; Chlorpyrifos (Dursban) 
- 0.5% premixed spray; and Meth- 
oprone (Precor - indoor fogger, fol- 
low direcuions. 

For outside use Diazinon - 0.5% 
spray, Carbaryl, (Sevin) - 5% dusi 
Mulathion - 5% dust, Ronnel - 1% 
pray
